68 Dead in Iraq Attack 


BAQOUBA, IRAQ I A suicide car bomb tore 
through a downtown street Wednesday, 
killing 68 Iraqis, wounding 56 and turning 
a bustling area of shops and fruit stalls into a 
mass of charred corpses, twisted metal and 
burning cars — the deadliest attack since 
U.S. authorities handed sovereignty to an 
interim government last month. 

The blast, one of the deadliest single - 
bomb attacks since Saddam Hussein’s fall 
more than a year ago, came just three days 
before the country is to convene a nation- 
al conference that will choose an interim 
assembly — considered a crucial step toward 
establishing democracy. 


The explosion capped a violent day 
across Iraq, with U.S. and other coalition 
forces fighting a series of gunbattles with 
insurgents. 

In one clash with militants thought to 
have crossed over from Iran, 35 insurgents 
and seven Iraqi police were killed near the 
south- central Iraqi city of Suwariyah. 

Iraqi officials have warned that attacks 
could get worse as the country works to 
rebuild and edges toward democracy. U.S. 
forces have been trying to lower their pro- 
file and put Iraqi security forces in the front 
lines as the new government takes a more

Victims’ relatives to aet 
as watchdogs as Bush, 
Congress mull reforms 

WASHINGTON I Families of Sept. 
11 victims said Wednesday they 
will keep a “watchdog” list of any 
members of Congress who oppose 
legislation implementing changes 
recommended by the Sept. 11 com- 
mission. 

“We’re going to watch events 
unfold in Congress, and we want 
America to watch as well,” said 
Lorie Van Auken, who lost her hus- 
band at the World Trade Center. She 
is a member of the Family Steering 
Committee, activist families which 
lobbied successfully for an indepen- 
dent commission to investigate the 
attacks. 

When the commission released 
its 567-page report last week. 
Congress had planned to be away 
for all of August. But several com- 


mittees quickly scheduled a return 
to Washington to hold hearings on 
the panel’s findings. 

House Speaker Dennis Hastert, 
R-Ill., announced more plans on 
Wednesday. He said at least six com- 
mittees will hold at least 15 hearings 
in August on such issues as infor- 
mation sharing, terror financing, 
intelligence analysis and govern- 
ment reorganization. 

Meanwhile, President Bush, 
vacationing in Crawford, Texas, 
held his second video confer- 
ence in three days with the White 
House working group considering 
the Sept. 11 commission’s recom- 
mendations.

Identified Body Belongs

IRVINE, CALIF. I Authorities found 
ground-up castor beans with 
trace amounts of the poison ricin 
in two jars of baby food that had 
been tampered with, officials said 
Wednesday. 

U.S. Food and Drug Admin- 
istration officials who tested the 
baby food said the ricin was not in 
the purified form that can be dead- 
ly. Rather, it was a less toxic, natu- 


ral component of the castor beans, 
which can be obtained from orna- 
mental plants. 

Small amounts of the food were 
eaten, but the babies had no symp- 
toms, he said. No arrests have been 
made. 

The jars of Gerber Banana 
Yogurt also contained notes that 
referred to an Irvine police offi- 
cer. 


Authorities called it an isolated 
case and said no more contamina- 
tion was found at the store where 
the two jars were bought. “There’s 
no reason to believe there is any- 
more out there,” said Dan Henson, 
a special agent with the FDA. 

On June 16, a man told Irvine 
police that as he prepared to feed his 
son, he found a note inside the baby 
food jar warning that it had been 
contaminated.

Report: Pakistani Hostages Killed 


News tops off one 
of the most bloody days 
in Iraq sinee handover 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A militant group 
holding two Pakistani contrac- 
tors hostage said Wednesday it 
had killed the men but freed their 
Iraqi driver, television station Al- 
Jazeera reported. 

The group, calling itself 
the Islamic Army in Iraq, had 
announced in a video Monday that 
it kidnapped two Pakistanis working 
for U.S. forces and sentenced them 
to death because their country was 
discussing sending troops to Iraq. 

In a new videotape sent to AI- 
Jazeera on Wednesday, the men said 
they had carried out their threat, the 
station reported. The newsreader 
said the video showed the corpses 
of the two men; however, the station 
declined to show the footage. 

The three men disappeared 
Friday after a convoy of trucks they 
were traveling in was attacked.

Medical Aid Group Pulls

the Taliban, saying the government 
failed to act on evidence that local 
warlords were behind the murder 
of five of its staff in June. 

“We feel that the framework for 
independent humanitarian action in 
Afghanistan at present has simply 
evaporated,” said Kenny Gluck, direc- 
tor of operations for the Nobel prize - 
winning medical relief group. 

President Hamid Karzai said 


he regretted MSF’s decision and 
insisted authorities were pursu- 
ing the case. 

The withdrawal of MSF, which 
had 80 foreign volunteers and 1,400 
Afghan staff here before the June 
attack, is the most dramatic exam- 
ple yet of how poor security is still 
hampering the delivery of badly 
needed aid and reconstruction help. 
More than 30 aid workers have been 
killed here since March 2003. 

On Wednesday, abomb exploded 
in a mosque where Afghans were 
registering to vote, killing at least 
two people, officials said. 

MSF has been in Afghanistan 
for 24 years. A French staffer was 
killed in 1990, but they have never

Crude Costs Soar 
Amid Yukos Woes 


Prices hit 21-year high 
as Russian oil company 
looks at cutting output 

LONDON I Crude oil prices shot to 
new highs Wednesday as markets 
reacted to a threat by Russian 
authorities to shut down most of 
the production from that country’s 
largest oil company. 

September contracts of U.S. light 
crude spiked 3 percent higher to 
$43.05 a barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange — the high- 
est level since the exchange began 
offering the light, sweet crude con- 
tract in 1983. Prices eased slightly 
later in the day to $42.90, up $1.06 
from Tuesday’s close. 

Russia’s Yukos, battered by a 
gigantic overdue back taxes bill, 
said it might have to halt its main 
production units within a few days 


because of a bailiff’s order telling 
the subsidiaries to cease all sales of 
company property. 

Yukos officials repeatedly have 
warned that the company, which 
produces 2 percent of the world’s 
oil, is being driven toward bank- 
ruptcy. 

“The Yukos thing could dramati- 
cally affect global oil supplies,” said 
Adam Sieminski, an oil price strate- 
gist at Deutsche Bank in London. 

Crude supplies are already 
extremely tight, with Iraq’s out- 
put hampered by saboteurs and 
most producers already pumping 
as much as they can. 

Saudi Arabia, the only producer 
with significant spare capacity, has 
recently boosted its production by 
about 1 million barrels a day, but 
much of this fresh oil has yet to reach 
customers and replenish their deplet- 
ed inventories, bruce Stanley (ap) 


Shareholders OK Tobacco Mega-Merger 


WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. I R.J. Rey- 
nolds Tobacco shareholders gave 
their blessing Wednesday to a 
$4.2 billion merger with Brown & 
Williamson Tobacco, a deal that 
will create a new tobacco compa- 
ny with about one-third of the U.S. 
cigarette market. 


“We have taken the final step to 
making the new Reynolds American 
a reality,” said Andrew Schindler, 
chairman of R.J. Reynolds. 

The deal will put Reynolds 
American behind only Richmond- 
based Philip Morris USA, which has 
about half of the U.S. market, (ap) 


Delta Air Lines Closes Center in India 


ATLANTA | Financially troubled 
Delta Air Lines said Wednesday 
it was shuttering one of its three 
call centers in India, but declined 
to discuss whether the move was 
related to a survey asking custom- 
ers if they would be willing to pay a 
fee to speak to a U.S. -based agent 
rather than one in India. 

The question about the call fee 


was contained in an online survey 
sent earlier this summer to select 
frequent fliers. Spokeswoman Peggy 
Estes said Wednesday the airline 
has no plans to charge customers 
who prefer to talk to U.S. represen- 
tatives. She declined to discuss the 
survey’s results. 

“In today’s environment, we con- 
tinue to look at all areas of our busi- 


ness,” Estes said. “We are ... asking 
a lot of questions.” 

Outsourcing some call center 
functions has saved Delta about 
$25 million a year. It has 11 call 
centers in the United States. 

Some Delta customers were per- 
plexed by the survey. “That’s just 
one step above charging to use the 
lavatories on airplanes,” said Bruce 
Schobel, a Delta frequent flier from 
Princeton, N. J. (ap)

Edwards says Kerry’s 
Vietnam reeord shows 
he’s prepared to lead 

BOSTON I John Edwards was set to 
salute John Kerry Wednesday night 
as a man tested under enemy fire a 
generation ago, ready now to lead 
America in an age of terrorism. 
“Decisive. Strong. Aren’t those the 
traits you want in a commander 
in chief?” he said in remarks pre- 
pared for delivery at the Democratic 
National Convention. His speech was 
to take place after Express’ deadline. 

The vice presidential candidate 
also was to accuse Republicans of 
trying to take “this campaign for the 
highest office in the land down to 
the lowest possible road,” and urge 
rejection of “the tired, old, hateful, 
negative politics of the past.” 

“And instead you can embrace 
the politics of hope, the politics 
of what’s possible because this is 
America, where everything is pos- 
sible,” Kerry’s ticketmate was to tell 
thousands of delegates and a prime- 
time television audience. 

Edwards’ scheduled turn at the 
podium came a few hours after Kerry 
campaigned his way to the convention 
city and into the eager embrace of his 
Vietnam War crewmates. A dozen 


fellow veterans greeted him, includ- 
ing Jim Rassmann, a retired Special 
Forces soldier whose life Kerry saved 
from a muddy river in the Mekong 
Delta while under enemy fire. 

The convention schedule had the 
delegates formally nominating the 
Massachusetts senator for president 
after Edwards’ prime-time speech. 


The four-term lawmaker accepts 
the nomination Thursday. His 
speech marks the finale of a uni- 
fied party convention but also the 
kickoff of a bruising, closely contest- 
ed fall campaign to wrest the White 
House from President Bush. 

Edwards, a first-term North 
Carolina senator, was Kerry’s most 


dogged rival in the primary cam- 
paign, a skilled performance that 
helped land him on the national tick- 
et after less than a decade in politics.

Rocco May Lose Rocco’s 


CELEBRITY WOES I Financial back- 
ers of celebrity chef Rocco DiSpirito 
can sell or close the Italian eatery 
developed for the NBC reality 
series “The Restaurant,” a judge 
ruled Tuesday. 

Acting Justice Ira Gammerman 
gave the go-ahead to Jeffrey 
Chodorow and his China Grill 
Management investment group to 
dispose of Rocco’s restaurant fol- 
lowing a hearing to decide whether 
DiSpirito was, as he claimed, a 50 
percent owner. 

“I don’t think you are obligated 
to run a restaurant that’s losing 
money,” the judge told Chodorow’s 
lawyer, Laurence Kaiser. 

DiSpirito’s lawyer, Steven Hayes,

argued against selling Rocco’s, say- 
ing it had made a “substantial profit” 
for two of the past three months. 

Chodorow’s group sued DiSpirito 
in February over alleged misman- 
agement and financial losses at 
Rocco’s. 

Gammerman also said he was 
changing a temporary restraining 
order that kept DiSpirito out of 
Rocco’s into an injunction — mean- 
ing the chef cannot enter the res- 
taurant until the ownership issue is 
formally decided. The judge did not 
rule on the ownership issue. 

Chodorow said outside court he 
may renovate Rocco’s and reopen 
under a different name and con- 
cept.

Rookie safety should

PRO FOOTBALL | A day after signing 
a seven-year, $18 million contract. 
Redskins rookie safety Sean Taylor 
sprained his right knee during prac- 
tice on Wednesday. 

Taylor was taken to a local hospi- 
tal for an MRI and the results were 
negative. Team trainers character- 
ized his injury as day to day and said 
he could be on the field for the open- 
ing of training camp Saturday. 

The team’s first-round draft pick 
was hurt as he rolled out of bounds 
while defending a play near the 
end of the practice, which came on 
the final day of a three -day pass- 
ing camp. 

Also, Dennard Wilson, a free 
agent rookie safety from Maryland, 
injured his left leg during the prac- 
tice, leaving his status for training 
camp in doubt. 

Taylor, the No. 5 overall draft pick, 
is projected as the opening day starter 
at free safety.

Ravens Are ‘Well Set’ Entering Camp 


PRO FOOTBALL | Two years ago, 
after his team had been devastat- 
ed by a major purge of veteran tal- 
ent, Baltimore Ravens coach Brian 
Billick entered training camp look- 
ing to find enough decent players 
to fill the 53 -man roster. 

Now, as Baltimore prepares 
for the start of training camp, 
uncertainty has given way to con- 
fidence. 

When the Ravens assemble 
Thursday in Westminster, Billick 
will already have a good idea of the 
squad he will take to Cleveland on 
Sept. 12, the first game of a season 
he expects will end at the Super 
Bowl. 



Brian Billick is seeking a second- 
straight AFC North championship. 

Including the two kickers and the 
long snapper, the Ravens have 24 of 
25 starters back from a team that last 
season went 10-6 and won the AFC 


North title. The lone missing starter 
is wide receiver Marcus Robinson, 
and his replacement, Kevin Johnson, 
appears to be an upgrade. 

“This team is pretty well set,” 
Billick said. “I can probably tell you, 
and not be substantially wrong, 50 
of the 53 players that are going to 
make the final roster.” 

One of those players, corner- 
back Chris McAlister, is expected 
to miss the start of training camp. 
McAlister has been designated the 
team’s franchise player, and is not 
required to report until the season 
opener. He almost certainly will 
not arrive for the first practice on

million? Does a broken promise 
make a person a traitor? 

Welcome to Philosophy 101, NBA 
style: The Carlos Boozer Story. 

It’s a decision that could have 
repercussions beyond the NBA, 
maybe on the U.S. Olympic team, 
where Boozer — the former Cavalier 
— and LeBron James — who still 
plays for Cleveland — are team- 
mates trying to work their way 
through the awkward arrange- 
ment on the road to Athens.

On Thursday, Boozer will take 
a short leave from practice to sign 
the infamous 6 -year, $68 million 
contract from the Utah Jazz. 

By now, the story is familiar.

$700,000. Acknowledging he was 
worth more than that, Cavs gener- 
al manager Jim Paxson supposedly 
shook hands with Boozer on a deal 
for $41 million over six years. 

Shortly afterward, however, the 
Jazz stepped in with an offer worth 
$27 million more. Boozer accepted 
that deal and the debate began. 

“I’m a man of my word, and the 
only commitment I gave was to 
Utah,” Boozer said this week, (ap)

Dems’ Parade

Isn’t it unlikely that either party will 
get much of a “bounce” from the 
conventions, given the relatively 
small number of undecided voters? 

Your point is exactly right. When 
Bill Clinton got his big bounce in 
1992, Ross Perot had just dropped 
out of the race, freeing up a fifth 
to a third of the electorate to feed 
Clinton’s bounce. 

This year’s bounce will be small- 
er, for the reason you state and 
because the convention is getting 
less coverage on ABC, CBS and 
NBC. And my hunch is that the 
hardcore of politically-inclined 
Americans who are watching on 
cable are more inclined to have 
picked a candidate already. 

Now that ex-candidate Rep. Dennis 
Kucinich, D-Ohio, has endorsed 
Kerry, is there any excitement over 
who the nominee with be? 

That would make our lives as 
journalists interesting. But I don’t 
see it happening. I think one useful 
way to watch this convention is to 
see it as a preview of the campaign 
to come. I am struck by how speak- 
ers — Clinton, Kennedy, Obama 
especially — are all highlighting 
GOP “divisiveness.” This idea will 
be deployed a lot in the fall to push 
back Republican attacks, especially 
on “social” and “values” issues.
